(b) stretching the laminate wrap around the portion to be supported; and 

(c) securing the laminate wrap in a closed position with one or more closure strips.

and an opposite adhesion surface, with th e adh e sion surfaces b e ing bond e d togeth e r to form the wrap said 
laminate wrap forming an integrated structure capable of elasticity sufficient to provide compression 
against a body surface without substantial fragmentation of said gel ; 

(b) stretching the laminate wrap around the portion to be supported; and 

(c) securing the laminate wrap in a closed position with one or more closure strips; 
wherein the closure strip is the hook portion of a hook and loop fastener. 

I Claim 1 1 (currently amended) A method for providing a skin treatment, which comprises the 
steps of: 

(a) wrapping a stretchable, supportive laminate wrap around a portion of a body 
having skin in need of treatment, wherein the laminate wrap comprises a gel teyef having a skin 
contacting surface , said silicone gel being laminated to ond an opposit e adh e sion surfac e and a an 
str e tchabl e elastic carrier lay e r having comprising a the loop portion of a hook and loop fastener, 
surfaoo and an oppooit e adh e sion surface, with tho adhesion surfac e s bond e d tog e th e r to form the 
wrap said laminate wrap forming an integrated structure capable of elasticity sufficient to provide 
compression against a body surface without substantial fragmentation of said gel : 

(b) stretching the laminate wrap around the portion of the body to be treated; and 

(c) securing the laminate wrap in a closed position with one or more closure strips.
